By a majority "ratio of 18 to 1 the 


special election on the question ot 
bonding the city tor the purpose of 
•establishing a municipal electric plant 
tras carried Tuesday. At a meeting 


" of the city council held that night the 


necessary resolution authorizing the 
issuing of 'bonds to the amount of 
$53,000 was passed by the council and 
the city attorney has already taken 
the first steps in the action of having 
the bonds validated. 


There was a light vote east in the 


special election, only about one-third 
of the qualified voters exercising the 
voting privilege. 
The qualification of 


paying taxes on both real and person- 
al property limited the number eligible 
to vote to about 170. A total of 58 
votes were polled during the day, the 
count showing 55 of these cast for 
bonds and three votes against bonds. 
A. Q. Brooks and J. C. McCullough 
served as inspectors and H. H. Sams 
as celrk of the election. 


Two decisive steps have now been 


taken in the matter of establishing a 
municipal lighting plant. 
The city 


council has ordered the necessary elec- 
trical machinery and engines for two 
units of 150 h. p. each and the citizens 
have backed up the council by voting 
the necessary bonds to pay for the 
machinery. 
The next steps to be 


taken will be the 'validating and the 
selling of the bonds. 


Previously the council had purchas- 


ed 
from, the 
receiver of the New 


Smyrna Public Service company the 
complete distribution system formerly 
owned and used by the lighting com- 
pany, which includes the poles, wires, 
transformers and meters used for dis- 
tributing current tp the 
customers. 


The distribution system is said to be 
in good condition and the wires are 
ready for cennection as soon as the 
aefr plant is SBtablisted. 


Negotiations have been on this 


week for the purchase from the New 
'Smyrna Public Service company of 
the fuel oil tank and pipe Ifae 'former- 
ly used by that company. Prepara- 
tions have also been started for the 
work of placing the foundations for 
the two units and this work will be 
rushed to completion as rapidly as 
possible. 


DIXIE HIGHWAY ALMOST 


IMPASSABLE TO SOUTH 


Motorists driving south from this 


city are warned of a bad washout 
in the "Dismal" swamp, about seven 
miles south of Oak Hill, which is one. 
of the worst road conditions in the 
state at this time, following the heavy 
rains over the week end, says the Day- 
tona Daily News. 


This spot on the Dixie highway, 


which is just ove» the county line in 
Brevard county, has been in bad con- 
dition for a long time, but up to re- 
cently little trouble was experienced 
in getting through with care. 


Sunday the rains had raised the 


water on both sides of the road at 
this point to a depth of eight to ten 
feet, and the water had eaten into 
the roadbed, carrying away a portion 
of the road, leaving a bottomless hole 
of muck, into which scores of cars 
were mired. 


But continued rains of Sunday and 


Monday brought the road into such a 
state as motorists said they had never 
experienced in their lives. 
For a 


length of twenty feet the water stood 
oVer the highway from two to four 
feet deep,- and several holes were 
filled with fallen trees and stumps, 
but still could not be brought to the 
level. 


Motorists approaching the bad spot 


were forced to get into the water up 
to their waists to get 
their 
cars 


through. 
A number of new planks 


had been placed on the spot by some- 
one Monday morning, and these had 
to be piled up over the holes, and 
cars 'guided 
over 
the 
temporary 


bridge, but'at that a number of cars 
went so deep into the water as to soak 
their engines, making it impossible 
to continue without being towed. 


Such a condition is a disgrace to 


Brevard county officials, 
who could 


make the road at least passable with 
little effort. It is understood that a 
*ond issue has been 
voted to re- 


pair this portion of the road, but the 
bonds have not been sold. 
Several 


truck loads of coquina dumped into 
the holes in this portion of the road 
would •so a long way toward relieving 
conditions of the • road and of the 
minds and language of those motor- 
ists who have to use the road.

Try not to appear rude and embar- 


rassing to the women. 


Ask the usual questions the same a»- 


you would of a man. 


Always have them take the oath. 
Never write Mrs. or Miss on tha 


book or on the eertit- 


cate. 


Register them by name, as Mary 


Smith, Sarah Brown, Jane Jones, etc. 


Ask their business, as celrk, book- 


keeper, typist, dressmaker, etc. 
Al- 


ways register a married woman, if 
she gives no vocation, as household. 


No poll tax or exemption certificate 


will be required. 


In making out the rgistration certi- 


ficate change the sex from masculine 
to feminine gender. 


Registration is a comparativsly 


simple thing. The registrant is re- 
quired to tell his or her age, occapa- 
tion and length of residence in thi» 
state and county. 
The requirement 


for a general county election is resi- 
dence in the state not less than one 
year and not less than six months tm 
the county, preceding the election.

BY OVERWHELMING MAJORITY 


VOTERS WANT LIGHT 


PUNT ESTABLISHED 


ANOTHER DECISIVE STEP FOR 


LIGHTS TAKEN AT SPECIAL 


ELECTION ON BONDS HELD ON 


'TUESDAY. 


By a majority "ratio of 18 to 1 the 


special election on the question ot 
bonding the city tor the purpose of 
•establishing a municipal electric plant 
was carried Tuesday. At a meeting 
•of the city council held that night the 
necessary resolution authorizing the 
issuing of 'bonds to the amount of 
$53,000 was passed by the council and 
the Sty attorney has already taken 
the first steps in the action of having 
the bonds validated. 


There was a light vote east in the 


special election, only about one-third 
of the qualified voters exercising the 
voting privilege. The qualification ot 
paying taxes on both real and person- 
al property limited the number eligible 
to vote to about 170. A total of 58 
votes were polled during the day, the 
count showing 55 of these cast for 
bonds and three votes against bonds. 
A. Q. Brooks and J. C. McCullough 
served as inspectors and H. H. Sams 
•as celrk of the election. 


Two decisive steps have now been 


taken in the matter of establishing a 
municipal lighting plant. 
The city 


council has ordered the necessary elec- 
trical machinery and engines for two 
units of 150 h. p. each and the citizens 
have backed up the council by voting 
the necessary bonds to pay for the 
machinery. 
The next steps to be 


taken will be the validating and the 
selling of the bonds. 


Previously the council had purchas- 


ed 
from the 
receiver of the New 


Smyrna Public Service company the 
complete distribution system formerly 
owned and used by the lighting com- 
pany, which includes the poles, wires, 
transformers and meters used for dis- 
tributing current tp the 
customers.

IMPASSABLE TO SOUTH 


Motorists driving south from this 


city are warned of a bad washout 
in the "Dismal" swamp, about seven 
miles-south of Oak Hill, which IB one. 
of the worst road conditions In the 
state at this time, following the heavy 
rains over the week end, says the Day- 
tona Dally News. 


This spot on the Dixie highway, 


which is just over the county line in 
Brevard county, has been In bad con- 
dition for a long time, but up to re- 
cently little trouble was experienced 
in getting through with care. 


Sunday the rains had raised the 


water on both sides of the road at 
this point to a depth of eight to ten 
feet, and the water had eaten into 
the roadbed, carrying away a portion 
of the road, leaving a bottomless hole 
of muck, into which scores of cars 
were mired. 


But continued rains of Sunday and 


Monday brought the road into such a 
state as motorists said they had never 
experienced in their lives. 
For a 


length of twenty feet the water stood 
oVer Jhe highway from two to four 
feet deep,- and several holes were 
filled with fallen trees and stumps, 
but still could not be brought to the 
level.

IS TO BE KEPT OPEN 


WOMEN OF NEW SMYRNA ARE 


NOW ENTITLED TO REGISTER 


FREQUENT AND HEAVY RAINS 


HAVE INTERFERRED WITH PER- 


MANENT 
IMPROVEMENT 
OF 


HIGHWAY. 


Due to the frequent rains perman- 


ent improvement of the road between 
Jacksonville and Waycross cannot be 
made this fall, but the road will be 
kept open and in as good condition as 
possible during tbe winter. 
This is 


the information that has been receiv- 
ed here in a letter from Secretary 3. 
L. Wallace of the Jacksonville Motor 
club. 


A fund of approximately $9,006 is on 


hand for use during the fall and win- 
ter in keeping the Jacksonville-Way- 
crosg road in passable shape, writes 
Mr. Wallace, and it 13 believed that 
with this fund prompt and efficient 
repairs can be made BE the occasion 
demands, and that the traveling pub- 
lic will not be inconvenienced as in 
other years. Six thousand dollars for 
the Dixie highway was raised in Jack- 
sonville with the understanding that 
$5,000 was to be expended on the road 
to Waycross, and added to this is the 
sum of $3.988 of the funds.raised a 
year ago 


"It is my understanding," writes 


Secretary Wallace, "that this is the 
last season we will have to bother 
with this road, as the funds are avail- 
able and they are now grading a part 
of the road preparing for hard surfac- 
ing, but of course that will not be done 
this season. 


"The Waycroso road, as you doubt- 


less know, has been in bad condition 
for the past six weeks, or two months, 
on account of the excessive rains, and 
it is almost impossible for us to do 
very much with the road as long as 
the heavy rains continue. 
As soon 


as the rains let up we will continue 
along the same lines as last season, 
that is to keep the road open for 
travel the best we can. 


"You appreciate the fact that this 


road runs largely through a low and 
swampy country, and when we have 
excessive rains, such as we have had 
for the last six weeks, it is impossible 
to do anything with it. 


"We are getting daily reports on the 


Waycross road and they are making 
the trip in from five to six hours from 
Jacksonville 
to Waycross, but of 


course this does not mean that it is 
a boulevard, but still they are able to 
get through; but I feel absolutely sure 
that as soon as the rains let up suffi- 
cient to allow Mr. Davis to go to work 
on the road, that we will have it in 
good passable condition; and if the 
Dixie highway contributes the $5.000 
promised it wonld seem that with the 
19,000 we should he aDie to keep this 
road in thorough passable condition 
during t'.ie wintei season. 


"The Brunswick people are making 


every effori to get the bridge in shape 
by December 1 at Dr.rden, Ga.. r.nd 
there was a delegation from Bruns- 
wick here In Jacksonville two days 
this week, with a view /of raising a 
part of the money necessary to pur- 
chase this bridge. 
We now have a 


committee attempting to raise Jack- 
sonvillt's quota of the amount neces- 
sary to purchase a bridge, and if we

One of the bitter county division 


fights of the next legislature, conven- 
ng in April, 1921, promises to come 
from St. Johna and Flagler counties, 
with the possibility that Putnam will 
be deeply interested in the outcome 
and may take a hand. A well devel- 
oped movement coming out of Has- 
tings and receiving some support in 
St. Augustine and Palatka would give 
the rich farming section of Hastings, 
now in St. Johns, to Putnam county. 
Advocates of this, whose propaganda 
s already in circulation, point out 
that Hastings is nearer Palatka than 
St. Augustine and has more in com- 
mon with Putnam than St. Johns. Op-

registration officer and all women eli- 
gible to register may register with him 
Uondays and Saturdays, the days th« 
jrecinct registration books are requir- 
ed to be kept open in his office. 


County Registration Officer, Wether- 


ell received definite instructions from 
the secretary of state Tuesday of this 
week to register women and he im- 
mediately issued such order to all the 
precinct registration officers. Accom- 
panying this order were the following 
instructions to the precinct registrars:
